TJIBTOBIOAt SKETCH. 


Tho 116th was sworn into the service 


Sept. f>, 18C.2, with Nathan W. Tupper as 
Colonel. He died ot Decatur Moroh 10, 
04, and lies buried at Greenwood. John 
E. Muddoj. became Colonel June 7, '<;.">. 
Ohas. H. Fuller, adjutant, resigned in 
June, 18G3, and was suooedcd by Wm. E. 
Crinsoy. Lyman King was the lirst quar- 
termaster. He resigned and was suc- 
ceeded March 2, '02, by Charles F. Em- 
ery, who was promoted to division quar- 
termaster iu '6'4 by President Lincoln. 
Iro N. Barnes became tbe regimental 
surgeon March '20, '&, and served until 
tho close of tbe war. J. A. Heckleman, 
tho first assistant surgeon, is still living; 
aud Chaplain N. M. Baker, who remained 
with tho regiment during tbo war, ii at 
the reunion to-day. 


The following sketch of the regiment 


is tbe only one iu print, and is taken from 
John W. Smith's Uiatory of Mucou 
County: 


Tbo One Hundri.l and Slxioonlb Illinois 


Volunteers wae made up almost entirely I'roin 
Macon county. Tbo companies bottan to RU 
Into camp in Ibo fair ground, near IJeculur, 
about Ibo 15th of August, I*ii3. They were 
sworn Into the United Sillies service on tbe Mil 
.-lay of September, but ranks not being lull, 
wero only umatorud ua B battalion. On tbo 
;)lst tlioy were mustered as H regiment. Lelt 
Decatur November sib, arriving at Cuiro on 
ttiuDtb; left on tbu same, evening for Mom- 
phis, where It remained until Iho L'Gth. durlnif 
which time tho Fifteenth Aimy Corps was or- 
K.ml/.ed under tbo oouimund of Oeu. W. T. 
Sherman, and wnu assigned to Iho first Bri- 
gade, Second Division. The commander of 
this division WB3 MnJ.-Gcn. Morgan L. Smllb, 
nnd tbo brigade comuiandor, <!on. Qiloe A. 
Kiultb. 
From Memphis marched to Talla- 


hati:hlo, which was reacbeil Docpmber lltth. 
On IhoSUtb started down the Mississippi; on- 
lorcd moulh of Ibe Yuzoo thoSiilh, and landed 
about Illteon mllOB above Iho mouth of tbttt 
river. On tbo next day tbo battle of Cblcka- 
saw IJORIIU, and continued until tbe JOlh. This 
was the Urst oiiKairement ol tllu regiment. 
About Iho let of January, IrMJ, passed down 
tho V11200, ami sailed up the Mississippi and 
Arkansas rivers to Arkansas i'ost, wbero was 
fouisht tbc second battle In which thiaroirl- 
IDCUI wne ongUKOd, January 10 nnd 11. On tbe 
yit\ landed at Young's Point, Lfi.. opposite 
VR-ksburg. Ju ring tho winter made attempts 
to get around Vlckeburg by canals, etc. In 
tbu eprliiK crossed tho river near Port Ollison, 
and were under lire at II lack Itivor aud Cham- 
pion Hills, and wore engaged In Iho Moody 
charges upon tho roar of Vlcksburg, May M 
and VI, and wero present at the surrender or 
that place, July 4th. T!io next morolntf start- 
ed In search of lien. Johnston, who wus sla- 
lioned beyond Hlnck Klver; followed him un- 
til he look refuge in Jackson, Mies. By sev- 
eral ongngomcnts, drove him beyond ihu 
1'uarl Klvor. Went into curup near niuekHlv- 
or, July 25th; Iho ciunp was called Camp Sher- 
man. 
Hero Iho regiment remained until 


ubout tbc llrst of October, then removed to 
Vlekeburg, then eulleJ to Memphis, and then 
wout to Corluth, sad then marched for Chatta- 
nooga, which was rouchod November 21st. Ou 
the ultrht of the S3d, tbo JMth, In company 
with tho Oth Missouri, embarked In pontoon 
boats, Moated down the Tennessee and landed 
ut the mouth of tho Chlckanmuna, wlthlu less 
than cue milo of the onemy'o entrouchmonts 
ou Missionary Kldge, and bold tho position 
until Ibo bulunco of the corps wns brought 
over, aud captured all of ilrngg's pickets.
